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The  following  section  presents  a  detailed  breakdown  of  costs  by  activity  of 
the  existing  technical  processing  systems  at  Pt.  Belvoir  and  APG.  The  hourly 
rate  was  computed  by  taking  the  yearly  salary  based  on  GS  and  military 
schedules  for  PY  1981,  dividing  by  2080  (the  estimated  nuntoer  of  hours  that 
each  full-time  eirployee  spends  on  the  job),  and  multiplying  that  rate  by  1.105 
(the  estimated  10.5%  overhead  rate  used  by  the  Army).

Enclosed  are  our  cost  estimates  for  installing  the  Lister  Hill  Integrated 
Library  System  at  two  sites  as  per  your  specifications. 

The  estimates  are  based  on  the  following  assumptions: 

1.  Library  size  estimates  are  as  stated  in  the  specifications. 

2.  The  libraries  will  procure  basic  2  disk  drive  systems,  adding 
more  storage  only  when  the  size  of  the  machine  readable  files 
justifies  it.
